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Senate Bills Would Senator Fulbright, on behalf of himself and Senator Sparkman, 
Increase Loan Funds on February 1 introduced legislation (S.2950) to increase by 
for College Housing $500 million the authority of the Housing and Home Finance 


Agency to make loans under the College Housing Loan Program. 
Under this proposal $250 million would become available upon enactment, and $250 
million upon July 1, 1960. (See this Bulletin Vol. IV, No. 5, for recommendations of 
the American Council on Education.) 

S. 2950 has been referred to the Banking and Currency Committee where it is 
expected that hearings will be announced by the Subcommittee on Housing headed by 
Senator Sparkman. 

Previously Senator Javits on January 26 introduced legislation (S.2911) to in- 
crease by $250 million the authority for College Housing Loans. Together he also 
introduced, with Senator Keating as co-sponsor, legislation (S.2912) which would 
provide that the existing limitation on the proportion of College Housing Loan funds 
available to higher educational institutions within any one state be increased from 
10 percent to 12.5 percent. 

In introducing S.2950 Senator Fulbright is quoted in the Congressional Record 
as saying: 

"The present revolving fund of $1.175 billion is exhausted. The Housing and 
Home Finance Agency advises me that some 126 colleges have applications for loans now 
pending. These applications aggregate about $150 million. I am told that regional 
offices of the Agency are continuing to accept applications for loans, and that 
there are many applications in the 'pipeline' which are not represented in the $150 
million backlog on hand. 

"Enrollment in our colleges and universities for the fall term of 1959 exceeded 
3 million, and it is estimated that this enrollment will double by 1970, if con- 

7 tinued without any stimulation. Of all the many problems facing colleges and 
universities, perhaps one of the greatest is their inability to provide shelter and 
service facilities to meet the needs of students and faculties. If the forecasted 
increase in students occurs, as now seems inevitable, and if we do not continue to 
assist colleges in meeting shelter requirements, many students will be denied a college 
education for no reason except lack of housing. 

“Although I believe that even greater quantities of funds could be wisely 
channeled into loans of this type, I am hopeful that the increased authorization of 
$500 million will be adequate to permit approval of acceptable applications at their 
present rate of receipt through fiscal year 1961. .. 

"I do not propose today to discuss how our most formidable international com- 
petitor, the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, may have moved ahead cf us in some 
fields. However, it becomes more evident daily that the U.S.S.R. is investing 
heavily in human resources and talents. This investment is undoubtedly a key factor 
in the growth of the Soviet economy. 

"Investment in education is likewise a key factor in the growth of our economy. 
The subject of economic growth is analyzed and discussed at length in the January 23 
issue of Business Week magazine. The Business Week article states in part that ‘the 
growth and power of nations depend primarily upon the qualities of their people. That 
puts the focus of a long-term growth program not just on our tax laws, or on plant and 
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equipment spending, but on our schools and colleges and universities and 
laboratories, and all the other seedbeds of American talent.' 

"I agree heartily with this conclusion, and we cannot risk abandoning a 
successful loan program in the uncertain hope that some other program may work 
as well. The need for loans is critical; the vehicle for loans is functioning; 
and this bill would provide necessary funds. I hope that the bill can be 
enacted quickly." 


Committee of Senate The Senate Committee on Labor and Public Welfare 
Votes Elimination of on February 2 approved S. 2929, which would eliminate 
Disclaimer Affidavit the disclaimer affidavit now required of students 


who apply for loans or fellowships under the National 


Defense Education Act. The legislation was introduced on January 29, 1960 by 
Senators Kennedy, Clark, and Javits. 

This bill would remove Section 1001 (f)(1), sometimes referred to as "the 
affidavit of disbelief," leaving unchanged Section 1001(f)(2), the oath of 
allegiance. The term “loyalty oath" has been used generally and usually without 
discrimination by the public as reference to both parts of Section lOOl(f). A 
bill introduced last year in the first session of the 84th Congress by Senators 
Kennedy and Clark, which would have eliminated all of Section 1001 (f), failed 
to get Senate approval. 

No date has been for report of S. 2929 to the Senate. 

Companion bills have been introduced in the House by Representatives 
Thompson and Frelinghuysen, of New Jersey, Lindsay, of New York, and perhaps 
others. 


Uniform Rules for Establishment of a uniform policy governing the 
Early Release from discharge or release of enlisted personnel prior to 
Service Announced the expiration of their period of service in order 


to enter or return to a college, university or 
equivalent educational institution, has been announced by the Department of 
Defense. Previously, such releases and discharges were permissible but there 
were variations among the military services as to the date on which the releases 
could be effective and the criteria governing eligibility. The new policy, for 
the first time, eliminates these variations and replaces the separate policies 
of the services with a single uniform policy applicable to all military 
departments. 

The new policy is consistent with the expressed policy of the Department 
of Defense to give maximum practicable assistance to enlisted personnel who are 
qualified and demonstrate a desire to further their education. Under this 
policy, personnel who would be unduly penalized in pursuing their education if 
required to remain in service until their enlistment or induction period 
expires may be released earlier if they meet the criteria contained in the new 
Defense Department Instruction (No. 1332.15). The effective date of release 
under the new policy will be not earlier than ten days prior to the date of 
registration prescribed by the educational institution. 

Aliens seeking to qualify for citizenship by completing three years active 
military service and Reservists ordered to six months active duty for training 
are specifically excluded from release under the new policy. 

The criteria for early release are: 

1. The school registration date must fall within the last three months of 
remaining service. Those who will have a reserve obligation on separation must 
complete 21 months of active service on their current tern. 

2. The individual's service must not be essential to the mission of his 
assigned organization. 
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3. Applicants must provide documentary evidence of their acceptance for 

' enrollment without qualification commencing with a specific school term in a 
full-time course leading to a baccalaureate or higher degree in a recognized 
institution listed in Part III of the Educational Directory published by the U.S. 

| Department of Health, Education and Welfare, whose credits are accepted by 
accredited institutions. 


4, The applicant must demonstrate his ability and willingness to make the 
required entrance fee payment. 

5. The applicant must clearly establish that the specific term for which 
he seeks release is academically the most opportune and that delay would cause 
undue hardship. 

The policy is effective immediately but the Military Departments have sixty 
days in which to issue detailed regulations.

Army Announces The Department of the Army has announced plans for ordering 
Quotas for ROTC to active duty and active duty for training of Reserve 


Officers' Training Corps graduates who will be commissioned 
between May 1, 1960, and April 30, 1961. The procedure will be generally the same 
as that prescribed for the preceding year. 
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Present planning calls for 7500 ROTC officers from among the commissioned 
graduates to be ordered to active duty for two years. A total of 4,610 will be 
ordered to active duty for training for six months. (These totals are different 
from those reported from another source in this Bulletin, Vol. IX, No. 1.) 

Maximum consideration will be given to individual preferences insofar as 
active Army requirements will permit. 
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New Chief Named for U. S. Commissioner of Education Lawrence G. Derthick 
Student Loan Program has announced the appointment of James W. Moore, 


executive director of the State Scholarship Commission 
in California, as chief of the Student Loan Program under the National Defense 
Education Act. Mr. Moore succeeds John F. Morse, who returns to his post as vice 
president of Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, Troy, N. Y. 

The Student Loan Program has provided $60.5 million to 1,363 participating 
colleges and universities since the program was launched in February 1959. It is 
administered in the Financial Aid Branch of the Office of Education's Division of 
Higher Education. 

Mr. Moore, who assumed his new duties with the U.S. Office of Education on 
February 8, has resigned his position in California. In ‘that post he had respon- 
sibility for administering an annual budget of $1.25 million which this year 
provided scholarships for about 2,700 students enrolled in over 60 colleges and 
universities. 


Representatives Named In a move to strengthen the field services of the 
to Regional Offices Office of Education, U. S. Commissioner of Education 


Lawrence G. Derthick has named field representatives 
to four regional offices of the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare. 
The new representatives and their assignments are: Dr. Donald C. DeHart, Boston; 
James M. Smith, Atlanta; Dean Lloyd A. Garrison, Denver; and Dr. Hollis A. Moore, 
Sr., Dallas. 

They will report directly to the Office of the Commissioner, be responsible 
for coordinating Office of Education services and will work closely with state 
school officials, universities, educational groups and Federal agencies. They 
will also consult with Federal agencies in their respective regions on such 
problems as mental retardation, juvenile delinquency, child health, rural 
development, and civil defense. 


Commissioner Has The appointment of Dr. Frederick J. Moffitt as special 

a New Assistant assistant to the Commissioner of Education has been announced [ 
by U. S. Commissioner of Education Lawrence G. Derthick. The 

appointment is effective immediately. In his new post Dr. Moffitt will work 

directly with Commissioner Derthick on special projects and will assist with the 

Office of Education's programming and policy. 

Prior to this appointment, Dr. Moffitt was with the Silver Burdett Publishing 
Company, Morristown, New Jersey, where he was in charge of professional publications. 
He was Associate Commissioner of Education in New York State from 1953 to 1956, 
and for 17 years, an official of the New York State Department of Education. 
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
